Coffeyville Resources Refinery & Marketing, LLC 
(CRRM), has applied for an air quality construction per-
mit in accordance with the provisions of K.A.R. 28-19-300 
to optimize the operation of the Fluid Catalytic Cracking 
Unit (FCCU) at their refinery located at 400 N. Linden, 
Coffeyville, KS 67337, in Montgomery County, Kansas. 
Emission of particulate matter (PM), PM equal to or less 
than 10 microns in aerodynamic diameter (PM10), PM 
equal to or less than 2.5 microns in aerodynamic diame-
ter (PM2.5), oxides of nitrogen (NOX), sulfur dioxide (SO2), 
carbon monoxide (CO), volatile organic compounds 
(VOC), and greenhouse gases (GHG) as carbon dioxide 
equivalent (CO2e), were evaluated during the permit re-
view process.

The proposed permit is to be issued in accordance with 
the provisions of K.A.R. 28-19-350, Prevention of Signif-
icant Deterioration (PSD) which adopt the federal stan-
dards, procedures, and requirements of 40 CFR 52.21 by 
reference. These air quality regulations apply to major 
stationary emission sources located in areas designated 

as “attainment” under the federal Clean Air Act (CAA). 
Attainment areas are areas where the air quality meets or 
is better than the national ambient air quality standards 
(NAAQS).

The PSD regulations require evaluation of emission re-
duction techniques to identify the best available control 
technology (BACT) for each regulated pollutant, includ-
ing GHG, for which the emission rate exceeds the PSD 
significant level. The purpose of BACT is to affect the 
maximum degree of reduction achievable, taking into ac-
count energy, environmental, and economic impacts for 
each pollutant under review. Evaluation of the estimated 
emissions for the FCCU optimization project indicated 
that the emission rates of PM, PM10, PM2.5, NOX, SO2, CO, 
VOC, and GHGs (as CO2e) exceed the significance levels. 
CRRM conducted the required BACT analyses and KDHE 
concurs with their findings that the use of full burn com-
bustion, electrostatic precipitator (ESP), cyclones, catalyst 
additives (NOX absorbing catalyst, low NOX promoter), 
selective catalytic reduction (SCR) system, SO2 reducing 
catalyst additives, and feed hydrotreating are BACT con-
trols for the FCCU Optimization Project.

An ambient air quality impact analysis was performed 
on the air emissions of PM10, PM2.5, NOX, SO2, CO, and 
Ozone (O3) from the FCCU optimization project. The 
analysis demonstrated no significant impact on ambient 
air quality for PM10, PM2.5, NOX, SO2, CO, and O3.

This project established the minor source baseline date 
for PM2.5 on September 9, 2019 and will be the first PSD 
increment consuming source in Montgomery County. 
PSD increment modeling results indicated maximum 
increment consumption as follows: 49.68% for annual 
NO2, 6.25% for annual SO2, 17.50% for annual PM2.5, and 
20.55% for 24-hour PM2.5.

Visibility analysis for federal Class I areas, i.e., Upper 
Buffalo Wilderness and Hercules-Glades Wilderness, 
showed that visibility impact criteria for these areas were 
met. No adverse impacts on soils and vegetation in the 
area are expected. Any federal land manager who has 
reason to believe they may have a Class I area adversely 
impacted by the emissions from the proposed project has 
the opportunity to present KDHE with a demonstration 
of the adverse impact on the air quality-related values of 
the federal Class I area during the comment period.

What are Local Limits:
Local limits are wastewater limitations that apply to 

non-domestic sources (e.g. industrial users) that dis-
charge to a publicly owned treatment works.

Establishing the Governor’s Council on Tax Reform
WHEREAS, Kansas is committed to  a shared vision of 
increased prosperity  and  improved well-being for all 
Kansans;
WHEREAS, a fair and efficient tax policy at the state lev-
el is essential to growing the economy, allowing Kansans 
to thrive, and adequately and predictably funding both 
state and local government budgets;
WHEREAS, tax policy changes often raise questions of 
economics, morality, personal freedom, and shared ob-

ligations, and such questions should be addressed by a 
diverse group of experts and stakeholders; and
WHEREAS, the Legislature and the executive branch 
will benefit from the perspective and counsel of a diverse 
group of experts and stakeholders when tax policies are 
proposed and debated.
NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to the authority vested in 
me as Governor of the State of Kansas, I hereby establish 
the Governor’s Council on Tax Reform (“Council”):

1.	 The Governor shall appoint the following to serve 
as members of the Council: 
a.	 One representative from or selected by each of 

the following agencies, organizations, or constit-
uencies:
i.	 Kansas League of Municipalities
ii.	 Kansas Association of Counties
iii.	Kansas Association of School Boards
iv.	Kansas County Treasurers Association

b.	 Four members of the business, economic devel-
opment, or agriculture communities.

c.	 Secretary of Revenue or designee (ex officio)
d.	 Secretary of Commerce or designee (ex officio)
e.	 Secretary of Transportation or designee (ex officio)
f.	 Budget Director or designee (ex officio)
g.	 Additional members at the Governor’s discretion.

2.	 The Governor shall invite the following legislators 
to participate as full voting members of the Council:
a.	 President of the Senate
b.	 Speaker of the House
c.	 Senate Minority Leader
d.	 House Minority Leader

3.	 The Governor shall select a chair and vice-chair, or 
co-chairs, from the Council’s membership, and the 
chair or co-chairs may establish rules for the Coun-
cil’s meetings and conduct of business.

4.	 Members shall receive no compensation and shall 
serve voluntarily. Members other than the chair, 
vice-chair, or co-chairs shall not be reimbursed for 
expenses or mileage. Officers or employees of state 
agencies who are appointed to the Council as part 
of their duties shall be authorized to participate on 
the Council and may claim subsistence, allowance, 
mileage, or associated expenses from their respec-
tive agency budgets as permitted by law. 

5.	 The Council shall be subject to the Kansas Open Re-
cords Act and the Kansas Open Meetings Act. 

6.	 Plans, reports, or recommendations of any nature 
adopted by the Council shall be considered advice 
to the Governor, and shall not be construed as of-
ficial policies, positions, or interpretations of laws, 
rules, or regulations by any department or agency 
of state government, nor shall any such department 
or agency be bound in any manner to consider such

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advice when conducting their advisory and regula-
tory affairs.

7.	 The Council shall: 
a.	 Identify goals, initiatives, performance metrics, 

and other methods of assessing or achieving in-
creased effectiveness and fairness in the state’s 
tax system;

b.	 Explore, assess, recommend, and report on vari-
ous tax strategies and policies that may increase 
the effectiveness and fairness of the state’s tax 
system;

c.	 Receive input from the public—including rel-
evant non-profit or business stakeholders, ex-
perts, and other organizations not represented 
on the Council—regarding various tax strategies 
or policies; and

d.	 Submit an initial report in December 2019 in-
forming and advising the Governor of the Coun-
cil’s assessments and recommendations.

8.	 The Council shall be staffed by the Department of 
Revenue with assistance from other experts or or-
ganizations as appropriate.

9.	 The Council shall meet as needed in order to de-
velop and submit a report to the Governor in De-
cember 2019 and a final report to the Governor by 
December 1, 2020, after which the Council’s work 
will be complete and it will disband.

This document shall be filed with the Secretary of State 
as Executive Order No. 19-11. It shall become effective 
immediately and remain in force until the earlier of ei-
ther its affirmative rescission or January 1, 2021.
